Sierra Madre Is

In the Pasadena Independent and Star News of 
September 8, there appeared a lengthy two column article 
by Pauline Coiiier, under the derogatory heading, "Sierra 
Madre, ‘Sleepy Village,’ Hopes to Awake.’’ Under no cir¬ 
cumstances can I allow this slanderous article to go un¬ 
answered, which, with its unjustified conclusions and state¬ 
ments at such variance with true facts, which is a re¬ 
flection on the honesty and integrity of the Independent 
and Star News. 

Here’s one paragraph of the Collier article, verbatim: 

"With the exception of a few new stores and moderniza¬ 
tion jobs, there has been little major change in the down¬ 
town district in years.” Lets see how this matches with 
the truth. 

In using the words “in years,” the Implication is that 
during the last ten or fifteen years little of anything has 
taken place to improve the appearance or character of 
our business district.

Since this is going to solve many of the ills relative 
to Flood Control for the entire City of Sierra Madre, in¬ 
cluding Skyland, Sunnyside, Baldwin, Lima and the Busi¬ 
ness District, It seems to us that it is a very small cost 
for the job it will accomplish. 

Now it must be remembered that we will receive 
approximately $177,000 of work for this $100,000 bond 
issue. The balance of the money having been set aside 
from other funds and provided for in the 1962-63 tax 
assessment. 

Now, should we not approve the Bond Issue, then it 
is naturally assumed that the City will do the work as 
it is needed, and if not done, considerable amounts of 
money will be used for clean up and temporary work, 
and eventually the permanent work will have to be done. 

It is clearly seen, that should the issue fail at the 
November election, the Council will have to assess the 
property owners over a period of years at the rate of 
.20 cents per $100 valuation until such time as the work is 
completed. 

The difference here can easily be‘seen that it is pos¬ 
sible that the cost to the taxpayer could be .121 cents per 
$100 valuation more, if taken via the Flood Control Assess¬ 
ment route. Besides, the Council must work on a “Pay as 
you go’’ basis, and a good many dollars could be used in 
the meantime, for temporary and clean up work, in the 
event another catastrophe happens this coming year or 
years. 

It would certainly not be unreasonable to believe that 
the Council could assess .20 per $100 valuation for the 
next five years, raising but $165,000 a«d stiU have $110,000 
of the permanent work to do, as the clean-up last year 
took approximately $20,(XX) of the taxpayers money.

Dear Editor: 

I should like to respond 
to the letter which appeared 
in your “Letters” section 
signed by Ralph J. Martin. 

Mr. Martin is quite right 
in saying that the old party 
labels of “Democrat” and 
“Republican” are no longer 
applicable and should be re¬ 
placed by Liberal and Con¬ 
servative. 

However, I would like to 
comment a bit on his defi¬ 
nitions of what liberal and' 
conservative mean. 

He begins by stating that 
“the dictionary definitions 
are a bit out of step with 
these terms as they should 
be understood by voters to¬ 
day.” He then proceeds to 
define conservatives as those 
who are afraid of various 
aspects of the contemporary 
world scene—our sworn ene¬ 
mies, paper promises, un¬ 
controlled spending, phony 
peace overtures, the U.N. 

Following this, for some 
reason, he quotes the dic¬ 
tionary definition for his 
definition of liberals. For 
.some reason, the dictionary 
is not out of step for the 
liberals. But Mr. Martin for¬ 
gets that he is defining 
liberal persons and the dic¬ 
tionary—in defining all as¬ 
pects of the use of the term 
—will necessarily be out of 
step to some extent with Mr. 
Martin’s particular use of 
the term. 

In my opinion, Mr. Mar¬ 
tin’s first definition (and the 
dictionary’s) “befitting a 
man of free birth” is quite 
apt and adequate. The other 
definitions apply not to per¬ 


sons but to things—such as 
gifts, allotments, or be¬ 
quests. His fourth definition 
is, to use the dictionary’s 
term, archaic; that is, no 
longer in general use. Why 
then apply it, Mr. Martin? 
And why be afraid of the 
word' "licentious”—^which is 
the word you left out? Is a 
conservative also afraid to 
use certain words even v/hen 
they come from an archaic 
dictionary definition? 

As I have said, 1 agree 
with Mr. Martin’s statement 
of the need for a distinction 
between “liberal” and "con¬ 
servative.” I agree with his 
first definition of liberal. 
May I now quote the diction¬ 
ary definition of conserva¬ 
tive? According to Web¬ 
ster’s New Collegiate Dic¬ 
tion ary (2nd ed. 1953), 
which I believe Mr. Martin 
also was using, conservative 
means (in general), "Dis¬ 
posed* to maintain existing 
Institutions or views; op¬ 
posed to change.” (my em¬ 
phasis.) With reference to 
politics, "Designating, per¬ 
taining to, or charactestic of, 
a political party which fa¬ 
vors the conservation of ex¬ 
isting institutions and forms 
of government.” 

This makes it clear why 
Mr. Martin chooses to leave 
this definition out, for ac¬ 
cording to it, Mr. Martin 
could not possibly be a con¬ 
servative. Involvement with 
attempts at world govern¬ 
ment, increased centraliza¬ 
tion of our government, in¬ 
creased spending, and ef¬ 
forts toward.s peace have 
been part and parcel of our 
existing governmental in¬ 
stitutions for at lea.st 20 
years or more. Were he a 
conservative — according to 
Webster—Mr. Martin would 
be for these existing aspects 
of our government, not 
afraid' of them. Am I to con¬ 


clude, then, that Mr. Martin 
is neither Conservative nor 
Liberal? Perhaps he would 
like to clarify further how, 
and with wh o m, he Is 
aligned.

An open letter to the City 
Council of the City of Sierra 
Madre: 

Gentlemen: 

Having for many months 
observed the difficulty and 
confusion in parking in 
front of the post office, the 
Board of Directors of the 
Chamber of Com merce 
have voted to urge that you 
institute angle parking on 
the west side of Baldwin 
Avenue from where it is 
now in effect southward 
past the post office. 

It is the general feeling 
of the directors that such 
angle parking is seriously 
needed to solve the present 
parallel parking difficulty 
with its parking limitation. 
It is the feeling that angle 
parking would accomplish 
the following. 

1. Fully double the park¬ 
ing space for postal patrons. 

2. Make parking easy and 
simple compared to the con¬ 
fusion and difficulty of the 
present parallel parking. 

3. Completely solve the 
problem of requiring parked 
cars in the area to have 
wheels turned in against 
the curb because of the 
grade, a problem that ab¬ 
solutely cannot otherwise be 
fully solved by any means. 

Inasmuch as angle park¬ 
ing is now in effect on 
Baldwin Avenue immediate¬ 
ly south of Sierra Madre 
Boulevard on both sides of 
the street, the extension of 
angle parking on the west 
side of the street only could 
in no way materially hinder 
the use of Baldwin Avenue 
by passing cars but instead 
would largely eliminate the 
present confusion in park¬ 
ing and in that manner con¬ 
tribute to smoother driving 
on Baldwin.
